Much interest has been manifested 
in the sermon preached by the Rev. 
Arthur C. Smith last Sunday even­ 
ing in the First Baptist church on 
“The Ideal Wedding.” 
The minister 
took for his text words found in the 
second chapter of the Gospel of John, 
the first and second verses: “And on 
the third day there was a marriage 
in Cana of Gallee and both Jesus was 
called and his disciples to the wed­ 
ding.” 
The minister began by saying: “That 
if there is any subject which needs to 
be approached with all the seriousness 
of a m an’s intellect and heart it is 
the question of matrimony. 
Marriage 
is no idle plaything, it is no idle dream 
It is one of the profoundest contracts 
and one of the most epochal events in 
human experience. 
I want to approach this subject, said 
the speaker, with 
the utmost con­ 
sciousness of the delicacy of such a 
subject, and put with a firmness of 
conviction that reference should be 
made to it with an earnest desire to 
warn and guard against some long 
standing evils and false notions with 
regard to so serious an undertaking. 
In the Sunday evenings we have 
considered the "Ideal Man” and “The 
Ideal W om an” and surely such a pair 
ought to make an “ Ideal Wedding.” 
Dr. Hardy in his hook on “How to he 
happy though married,” says, “Mar­ 
riage is a blessing to some, a curse 
to others, hut an uncertainty to all.” 
Franklin once said, 
“That 
lie 
who 
takes a 
wife takes care,” 
but that 
doesn’t always apply to the man. Two 
women were discussing their marital 
troubles one day when one asked, 
“By the way, what is your husband 
doing now?” 
“Oh,” said the other, 
“he’s settin’ ’round telling what's go­ 
ing to happen next election.” 
“Then 
he’s a prophet?” 
“No, he ain’t no 
prophet, for so far as this family is 
concerned, lie’s a 
dead 
lossV 
By­ 
ron, the poet, has averred that ‘Mar­ 
riage is the bloom or blight of all 
m en’s happiness.” 
Colton remarked: “That marriage is 
a feast where the grace is sometimes 
better than • the" dinner.” ’ But what 
really is marria ge is the act of unit­ 
ing a man and woman in the holy 
bonds of wedlock. 
The legal union 
of a man and woman for life. 
Mar­ 
riage is nj contract both civil or re­ 
ligious, by which the parties engage 
to liv e ,to geth er in mutual affection 
and fidelity tiil death shall separate 
them. 
Oh, there are a multiplicity 
of definitions and opinions and explan­ 
ations about marria ge but it still re­ 
mains one of the most serious and 
sacred institutions ever sanctioned by 
Almighty God. 
I know, said the min­ 
ister, that we read a whole lot about 
matrimony in books and magazine a r­ 
ticles, in books of fiction, but marriage 
is no fiction. The heroes and heroines 
are very fascinating, and photoplays 
present them in such charming ad­ 
ventures, hut m arriage in a book and 
outside of a book are two different 
things. 
Marriage portrayed from a 
picture film and marria ge 
off 
the 
screen are altogerther unalike. 
Many people am use themselves by 
perusing the so-called experiences of 
the newly weds in the Sunday papers 
as they are so curiously caracatured 
but you can gain no serious conception 
there, and nothing elevating in thought 
for one’s mind on a holy Sabbath day 
pertaining to such a holy relationship 
as God intended it to be. 
For a true 
definition and a concrete example of 
marriage we are confined to God’s 
book—the bible which is the source 
of instruction. 
The pastor deplored the fact that 
marriage was looked upon by many 
as nothing more than an opportunity 
to play jokes and tricks upon the con­ 
tracting parties which was often out- 
ragious. 
The cause for jestings and 
frivolous indifference to the sa n ctity 
of marriage is often found in the way 
many plays are given describing its 
unnaturalness in comedy. 
The car­ 
toons often presented 
wherein the 
bride and the groom and the parson 
are so hideously caracatured are not 
at all conducive to the elevating of 
thought in so sacred an institution 
as marriage, and a plea was made for 
a more sober and serious considera­ 
tion in this respect. 
Here the pastor gave a series of 
experiences by way of illustration as 
• {o the peculiar notions many folks 
have of the subject in question. Many 
questions are asked such as “How 
old should one be before marrying, 
the length or duration of courtship, 
and the question of equality.

these things must be determined by 
circumstances and conditions, no iron-

I correspondence and marry on sight, 
j But that is no criterion that they are 
J good examples to follow. 
I do not 


j advise too hasty marriages, for the 
old adage is still true that “to marry 
iii! haste is often repented of at leis- 
j ure.” 
The best advice I know for 
all who are contemplating m arriage 
is to confide in and advise with right 
thinking honorable fathers and m oth­ 
ers. 


Tho minister gave an interesting 
description of a love match properly 
conducted, declaring it one ,of the 
most interesting and sacred experi­ 
ences in tin* drama of life. 
When the 
choice has been made and the gifts 
and the bouquets and the letters and 
tile visits become frequent and the 
pair a r e lost in each other's affec­ 
tions. 
The night of the proposal and 
engagement, and the date set, the li­ 
cense procured and the ring bought, 
the wedding day, the ceremony per­ 
formed, the benediction and the con­ 
gratulations and the festival and then 
the honeymoon. 
All this was glow­ 
ingly described in a most realistic 
manner by the preacher who said that 
after these things, and the return 
from the honeymoon, that that was 
not all of matrimony, the thing doesn’t 
end there, not by any means. 
Life 
has only just begun. 
Tile fulfillment 
of the m arriage vows and the art of 
living together are factors of utmost 
importance. 


Marriage is a world without end 
contract. 
Addison has said a fine 
tiling, “That two persons who have 
chosen each other out of all the spe­ 
cies with a design to he each other's 
mutual 
comfort 
and 
entertainment, 
have in that action found themselves 
to lie good-humored, affable, discreet, 
forgiving, patient and joyful with re­ 


spect to each other’s frailties and Itn- 
i perfections to the very end. 
In concluding the minister said that 
•the Ideal Wedding is the Christian 
Wedding, wherein love 
played 
the 
most important part and Je-us Christ 
is the guest of the home, drawing 
exquisite lessons from the soriptur 
read wherein Jesus was called to th 
wedding and all that He means to 
life and the home. 
During the cour 
of the sermon the Rev. Mr. Smith read 
the following poem by Mary T. Lath 
rop most effectively:
